2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature linking the groups appears to be 
that they all relate to the production or construction of nucleic acid base pair. 

3. The technical feature linking groups I-III appears to be that they all relate to a genkwanin 
or sakuranetin derivative and their preparation and use. 

4. However, Brenner. (EP 0633022 A2)(see abstract and for example, page 5, compound 
40, sakuranin) describes a sakuranetin derivative. The prior art sakuranetin derivative is therefore 
disclosed, prepared and used as those instantly claimed. 

5. Therefore, the special technical feature linking the inventions of groups I-III does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a 
contribution over the prior art.

Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01.
